The officials said the petitions 
were brought into the City 
Administrative Building shortly 
after 2 p.m. by Robert Demp­ 
ster, an attorney; Arthur Bruce, 
a former police chief; and Joe 
Cravens, a former mayor. 


All three men have been 
identified as being among the 
organizers of the petition drive, 
although Dempster and Bruce 
have denied it. Cravens was out 


of town during most of the time 
the petitions have been cir­ 
culated. 
The organizers of the petition 
drive are seeking to replace the 
city manager form of govern­ 
ment with a mayor-alderman 
form. 
Mayor Don Fulton presented 
the petitions to City Clerk Lynn 
Lancaster for verification at the 
City Council meeting Monday 
night. 
All five councilmen signed a 
resolution stating that they 
support the city manager form 
of government and that their 
support is based upon their 
experience in actually working 


with that form of government 
over the past few years. 
City Manager Charles Church 
said the names on the petitions 
will be checked against voter 
registration lists and names of 
any persons not registered to 
voet will not be counted in the 
petition total. 
Any names questioned will be 
submitted to the county clerk’s 
office for verification, Church 
said. 


While a number of names will 
probably be removed from the 
petition, city officials are sure 
there will be enough names left 
to require the election.

E. R. “Dick” Inman, director 
of the Board of Municipal 
Utilities, told the council that the 
city must build the power plant 
to replace electricity that will be 
lost in 1986 when Sikeston’s 
contract with the Southwestern 
Power Administration expires 
and to ensure the city’s power 
supply through the year 2000. 
The only other source of power 
for the city would be to buy from 
Missouri Utilities, which Inman 
said would require Sikeston 
Light & Water Co. to raise its 
electrical rates. 
The plant will enable the city 
to maintain its present rate 


structure, unless fuel costs were 
to increase dramatically, Inman 
added. 
With other cities purchasing 
power from the generating 
facility, the city can meet its 
power needs without a rate 
increase, Inman said. 
Just how large the coal- fired 
generating facility will be is not 
yet known. 
City Attorney 
Manuel Drumm told the council 
that the size of plant will depend 
on how many cities sign the 
agreements. 
The target is a 400-megawatt 
plant, which is considered the 
most 
efficient 
plant 
size 
available to the city. Such a 
plant would cost between $250 
million and $300 million. 
Trying to decide the size of the 
plant is “like fitting a jigsaw 


puzzle and this is the first 
piece,” Drumm said. 
Inman said the Board of 
Municipal Utilities will try to 
settle the plant size this month 
and report back before the 
council in the fall with the exact 
size of the bond issue needed. 
Drumm said any delay would 
be costly. A six per cent inflation 
rate figures out to $1 million a 
month in price increases, he 
said. 
Someday Sikeston will need 
all the power from the plant, he 
added. But until then, the sales 
contracts with other cities will 
pay for the plant. 
Drumm said the agreement, 
worked out with the city’s 
bonding attorneys, is patterned 
after that used in the past by

Francis said the process of 
molding the .police and fire 
departments into a public safety 
department would be slow. 


One of the first things Francis 
plans to do is to begin compiling 
a 
standardized 
procedure 
manual for operations, rules and 
regulations that will affect all 
officers. 


This will be done so all officers 
are familiar with the policies 
and procedures, know what is 
expected of them and what the 
consequences are if they do not 
follow them, Francis said. 
“The plan will be to try to 
make the police officers and the 
firemen totally public safety 
conscious, so they can assist 
each 
other 
in 
whatever 
emergencies arise,” rancis said. 
Francis, 31, was chief of police 
at Trenton before being named 
Sikeston’s first public safety 
director. Prior to becoming

police chief at Trenton, he 
worked in a public safety 
department at Gladstone. His 
office is located in the police 
station. 
Just when police officers will 
get their first fire training is 
hard to say, Francis said. 
“It may take awhile ... we 
want to make sure we’re star­ 
ting on a firm foundation," he 


said. 
Police officers are usually the 
first emergency personel at a 
fire scene and, even without fire 
training, they often enter bur­ 
ning 
buildings 
to 
rescue 
someone or make sure no one is 
inside. 
“I think a good training 
program is going to allow those 
officers a higher degree of safety. 
Even if they have done it before, 
they’ll know how to go about 
doing it safely,” Francis said. 
Police officers will continue to 
do the things they normally do at 
a fire, such as controlling 
traffic, he added. 
“We’re not going to place 
police officers into an early 
stage of public safety and afford 
them any danger over what they 
are now involved in,” he con­ 
tinued. 
Francis said he would be at 
various crime and fire scenes as 
part of his job. 
“1 plan to be a working 
director of public safety,” he 
said. 
Francis is in the process of 
moving his family into a house 
on Ann Drive.

Record voter turnout expected in Missouri

(AP) — The hotly contested 
primary battle for the Demo­ 
cratic U.S. Senate nomination 
was turned over to the people 
today as an estimated 55 per 
cent of fiie state’s 2.4 million 
registered voters were antici­ 
pated at the polls. 
The prediction for the 1.25 
million voter turnout, which 
would be a primary balloting 
record, also gained a boost 
from forecasts for continued 
sunny skies and mild summer 
temperatures across Missouri. 
Congressmen 
Jerry Litton 
and James Symington, former 
Gov. Warren Hearnes and Kan­ 
sas City Mayor Charles Wheel­ 
er, the four major contenders 
for the Democratic Senate nom­ 
ination, cast ttfeir votes early 


and then took to different elec- 
tion-day schedules as the voters 
decided which one would face 
Republican Atty. Gen. John 
Danforth in November. 
Danforth, who is facing only 
token opposition in today’s vot­ 
ing, is making his second bid 
for the Senate, having narrowly 
lost to retiring Democratic in­ 
cumbent Stuart Symington in 
1970. 
Nominees for the 10 congres­ 
sional seats, the state legisla­ 
ture and all statewide offices 
except auditor were also being 
chosen today. In addition, vot­ 
ers were considering seven pro­ 
posed 
constitutional 
amend­ 
ments. 
There were close contests on 
the Democratic side for lieuten­ 
ant governor and attorney gen­ 


eral and on the Republican side 
for secretary of state and treas­ 
urer. 


In the Democratic Senate 
race, Litton was the only major 
contender with a full day of 
campaigning 
planned. 
After 
voting in his hometown of 
Chillicothe, 
he began barn­ 
storming the state for the sec­ 
ond straight day. He opened in 
St. Joseph and was scheduled 
to wind up tonight in Kansas 
City, where he will await the 
election outcome. 


Symington, who was once the 
front-runner in the race but 
was just barely ahead of Litton 
a week ago according to polls, 
was remaining at his St. Louis 
County home during the day 
and planned to await the elec­ 


tion results tonight at his St. 
Louis headquarters. 


Hearnes, who was running 
well behind both Symington and 
Litton, toured southeast Mis­ 
souri, his personal stronghold, 
after voting and then planned 
to be at his Charleston head­ 
quarters for the voters’ verdict. 
Wheeler, the only one of the 
four who did not conduct an 
election eve blitz across the 
state Monday for last minute 
support, spent the day working 
as mayor of the state’s second 
largest city. An early morning 
speech in Kansas City and a 
combination birthday and elec­ 
tion night party tonight were 
the only campaign activities 
scheduled by the mayor, who 
has conceded he expects to fin­ 


ish fourth in the contest. 
In the Democratic battle to 
meet 
incumbent 
Republican 
Gov. Christopher S. Bond, both 
Senate President Pro Tem Wil­ 
liam Cason and Kansas City At­ 
torney Joseph Teasdale planned 
no campaigning today as the 
bulk of undecided voters in that 
primary race decide the win­ 
ner. 
Teasdale, who ran a surpris­ 
ing third in the 1970 governor’s 
primary after walking across 
the state to gain recognition, 
spent the final days of the cam­ 
paign in rural Missouri, where 
he acknowledged Cason has the 
lead. Cason, who has garnered 
much of the party’s organized 
support, held news conferences 
around the state on Monday as 
he attempted to cut into Tea­ 


sdale’s urban support. 
Recent polls have shown the 
two major candidates close 
statewide but have listed about 
50 per cent of the voters as un­ 
decided. 


The Senate bids of Litton and 
Symington coupled with the re­ 
tirements of U.S. Reps. Leonor 
Sullivan, William Randall and 
William Hungate have insured 
that half of the state’s congres­ 
sional delegation will be fresh­ 
men next year and heated pri­ 
mary contests in both parties 
have 
developed to succeed 
them. 


The other five incumbents 
are expected to gain renomina­ 
tion, setting up general election 
battles in all 10 districts on 
Nov. 2.

THE ISSUE 
OF TAIWAN 
Back in 1960, the question of U. S. defense com­ 
mitments to the Chinese- Nationalist held islands of 
Quemoy and Matsu was important enough to feature 
prominently in the televised debates between candidates 
Richard Nixon and John Kennedy. Today, as the U.S. 
withdraws the last of its personnel from those islands, 
not even the prospect of the abandonment of Taiwan 
itself seems to draw much of a reaction from the U.S. 
electorate. 
Perhaps this is merely another measurement of how 
far down the road of defeat and retreat the U.S. has come 
during the intervening sixteen years in Asia. But perhaps 
— and we hope this is the case — the champions of a free 
and independent Republic of China have not made their 
case loudly or effectively enough. 
The issue concerns the price that the U.S. is willing to 
pay for “normalizing” relations with Communist China, 
i.e., establishing full diplomatic relations. The com­ 
munists insist that a precondition is not only withdrawal 
of the last of our military and technical aid to Taiwan but 
also the repudiation of our support for its independence. 
We must agree, in short, that its fate is none of our 
business. 
That is precisely what we must not do. We must never 
forget that the Chinese Communists are not our friends 
and never will or can be so long as Marxism- Leninism is 
the guiding principle of their government. We are useful 
to them and they to us so long as each of us occupies 
Soviet military forces which might otherwise be turned 
on the other. But the Soviet- Chinese hostility which 
brings this situation about could change at any time, or 
Red China’s perception of how best to serve its own in­ 
terests could change abruptly. Our relationship with 
Taiwan, on the other hand, is based upon solid friendship, 
shared ideals, and common strategic interests. Taiwan 
has become a great political and economic success; its 
people have prospered and are generally content. There 
is not the slightest desire — so far as one can judge — on 
the part of any of them to become joined with mainland 
China so long as it is dominated by the communists. 
We hope that both presidential candidates in 1976 will 
see fit to reaffirm the U.S. commitment to the freedom 
and independence of Tainwan.

HUMAN RIGHTS 
IN RUSSIA 
One does not need to cite the abuses heaped upon an 
Alexander Solzhenitsyn or Andrei Sakharov to document 
the systematic violation of basic human rights that is 
part and parcel of the SovietUnion. 
Take the case, for example, of Valentyn Moorz, a 
Ukrainian historian who since 1965 has spent all but nine 
months in Soviet prisons because of his writings. A 
Munich- based editor of the Ukrainian Review, Slava 
Stetsko — a leading Soviet emigre herself — recently 
explained in a radio interview that Moroz last year 
survived a three- month hunger strike in prison. 
“He survived his strike, and now he has completed his 
sentence — it should be completed by the first of June — 
and he’ll be transported to the concentration camps,” 
explained Mrs. Statsko. “The Russians were afraid to 
bring him among other prisoners at the prisons and, 
therefore, they transferred him to an insane asylum and 
we are very much afraid that they will try, by means of 
chemicals, to crush his will.” 
Mrs. Stetsko notes the Moroz case is only one of many 
such human tragedies int he U.S.S.R. Which raises the 
question: Is there nothing in Soviet law to prevent such 
actions? 
The answer is that there is a Soviet constitution which 
on first glance should prevent these widespread abuses. 
Article 125 of that constitution (actually called “fun­ 
damental law”) ostensibly guarantees citizens of the 
U.S.S.R. “Freedom of speech; freedom of the press; 
freedom of assembly and rallies; freedom of street 
processions and demonstrations.” 
The sieve through which these “guarantees” go down 
the drain, however, is Article 125’s notice that the 
freedoms are to be exercised “in conformity with the 
interests of the working people, and for the purpose of 
strengthening the socialist system ...” In other words: 
“free” expression is okay if and only it parrots the 
Communist Party line, thus “strengthening the socialist 
system.” 
As Americans, we can be thankful indeed to live under 
our Constitution with its genuine guarantees of liberty 
rather than its Russian counterpart which makes a 
mockery of such guarantees.

A SHEER 
COINCIDENCE 
WASHINGTON- One of the 
big surprises of last week’s 
dramatic political events was 
the sudden decision by John 
Connally to come out in support 
of President Ford. Mr. Connally 
visited Mr. Ford on Tuesday, the 
day after Ronald Reagan an­ 
nounced he had chosen Sen. 
Richard 
Schweiker 
as 
vice 
presidential candidate. 
There were some cynical 
people 
in 
Washington 
who 
thought that Connally, who had 
remained neutral up until that 
moment, made the hurried trip 
to Washington after he was 
eliminated as running-mate on 
the Reagan ticket. 
This, I have been assured by 
Connally’s people, was not the 
case. Connally has always been 
“secretly” for Présidait Ford, 
but he was just waiting for the 
most opportune time to come out 
for him publicly. The timing of it 
was sheer coincidence. 
This is what really happened. 
On Friday, three days before 
Reagan dropped his bombshell, 
Mr. Connally said to his wife, 
“Honey, I think we ought to fly 
up to Washington and tell Gerry 
Ford we support him. ” 
“That’s fine, John,” his wife 
said.

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Breakfast eaters had 
lean wallets in July

Bad news for consumers who 
like to start the day with a 
hearty breakfast! An Associ­ 
ated Press marketbasket sur­ 
vey shows prices for such 
staples as butter, eggs and cof­ 
fee increased during July. 
The increases at the retail 
store generally reflected trends 
at the wholesale level wjiich, in 
turn, mirrored the over-all sup­ 
ply situation. 
The AP drew up a random 
list,of 15 commonly purchased 
food and nonfood items, check­ 
ed the price at one super­ 
market in each of 13 cities on 
March 1, 1973, and has rech­ 
ecked on or about the start of 
each succeeding month. 


The latest survey showed tne 
marketbasket 
bill 
increased 
last month at the checklist 
store in eight cities, rising an 
average of 1.7 per cent. The bill 
decreased at the checklist store 
in four cities, down an average 
2 per cent, and was unchanged 
in the 13th city. Over-all, the 
marketbasket bill at the check­ 
list store increased a little less 
than half of one per cent during 
July. 
The situation represented an 
improvement over June, when 
the marketbasket bill went up 
at the checklist store in nine 
cities and the over-all total was 
up 1.3 per cent. 
A comparison of prices at the 
start of August with those in 
January showed the market­ 
basket bill for food and nonfood 
items surveyed went up at the 
checklist store in eight cities, 
went down in four cities and 
was unchanged in one city. The 
over-all increase was 1.7 per 
cent. 


The 
government 
has pre­ 
dicted that retail prices for 
food alone will increase about 2 
per cent to 5 per cent this year, 
although the exact size of any 
increase depends to some de­ 
gree, on the crops still being 
harvested. The recent strike by

fruits and vegetables.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Only 
15 days before the roll call is to 
begin in Kansas City, 125 Re­ 
publican partisans clutch the 
key to their party’s biggest 
prize, the presidential nomi­ 
nation. 
In two months of intense 
courtship by President Ford 
and Ronald Reagan, the ranks 
of the uncommitted convention 
delegates have dwindled by 
more than 50. 
Both camps claim enough 
delegates to grab the nomi­ 
nation, but neither candidate 
has been able to win the hearts 
— and votes — of the 1,130 
delegates needed for a first-bal­ 
lot victory, according to The 
Associated 
Press 
survey of 
delegates’ legal commitments 
and public declarations. 
Both continue to woo dele­ 
gates, 
with 
strategies 
that 
■range from White House dinner 
invitations to the stunning se­ 
lection by Reagan of a liberal 
senator for a running mate to 
claims of allegiance from new 
blocks of delegates. 
Reagan campaign manager 
John Sears gave out names of 
12 delegates on Monday, saying 
they now back his candidate. 
He listed 10 from Pennsylvania,, 
one from New York and one 


from West Virginia, as Reagan 
backers try to prove that his 
choice of Sen. Richard Schwei- 
ker of Pennsylvania as a run­ 
ning mate is an asset, not a lia­ 
bility. 
“We are not aware of any in­ 
dividual delegates we have lost 
from our count,“ Sears said. 
He claimed at least sue of the 
12 were previously Ford sup­ 
porters, but The AP survey had 
listed six of them for Reagan 
and six as uncommitted. 
Sears repeated his claim that 
the former California governor 
has 1,140 votes on the first bal­ 
lot. Ford’s chief delegate hunt­ 
er, James Baker, claims Ford 
now has 1,134 delegates com­ 
mitted to him. 
The AP survey shows Ford 
with 1,105, Reagan with 1,029 
and the remaining 125 uncom­ 
mitted. 
Baker followed Sears’ news 
conference with one of his own, 
saying that the changes were 
certainly not a big surprise. 
But Baker admitted under 
questioning that the President 
Ford Committee’s “hard count, 
conservative count,” as he calls 
it, had slipped by at least five 
in Pennsylvania and one in 
New York since the Schweiker 
announcement a week ago Mon­ 
day. 
The AP survey, based on in­ 
terviews with the individual 


delegates, counts only those 
who say they will vote for Ford 
or Reagan on the first ballot. 
Delegates who are leaning to­ 
ward a candidate or who have 
given some other, less certain 
indication of preference, are 
not counted for either candi­ 
date. 
For example, The AP count 
listed as uncommitted all the 
Pennsylvania 
delegates 
who

President, but who were named 
Monday as Reagan backers by 
Sears. The Ford people had 
counted these delegates based 
on their votes for a pro-Ford 


resolution at a delegation meet­ 
ing. But The AP counted them 
as uncommitted when the dele­ 
gates said in individual inter­ 
views that they did not consider 
the resolution binding and were 
actually uncommitted. 


Ford’s campaign has sim­ 
ilarly counted for the President 
certain delegates from New 
York and West Virginia on the 
basis of votes at delegation 
meetings. But these delegates 
have told AP they are uncom­ 
mitted.

The Secretary of State’s of­ 
fice has declined to release any 
of the names because they are 
part of “a continuing investiga­ 
tion” into campaign law viola­ 
tions. Those reporting to Kirk­ 
patrick's office include candi­ 
dates for statewide offices, the 
state legislature and elective 
posts in St. Louis and the six 
largest counties of the state.
